as they were beautiful. Exquisite vases 
of roses, chrysanthemums, carnations, 
sweet alyssum and others in vast profu- 
sion adorned the table, which was quite 
over-canopied with luscious flowers 
and vines, filling the large dining- 
room with a strange and wonderful 
sweetness.

The" Bedford county fair opened on 


Tuesday. The exhibits in all the de- 
partments were numerous and excel- 
lent. 
The fruit display, consisting of 


apples, pears, peaches and grapes, sur- 
passed any that has been on exhibition 
for several years, both in quantity and 
quality. 
In the art department a 


great number of entries were made. 
These included water colors, crayons, 
pencil sketches, maps and China paint- 
ing, 
many ot which were of a high 


order. The display of photographs 
was extensive and very good. 
The 


fancy work exhibited was abundant 
and many of the pieces were very 
handsome. 
While the floral display 


was not largj, it was choice, among 
the most beautiful exhibits in this de- 
partment being the dahlias, which 
were very pretty and of many varieties. 


In the vegetable line most of the ex- 


hibits were wonderful, both for sis', 
acd quality; all the products of the 
farm were displayed and some of the 
specimens were splendid.

The Electrical Display. 


Oa Tuesday, September 24, the com- 


missioners of Bedford county left for 
Bellefonte to attend the state conven 
tion. A goodly number of commission- 
ers, clerks and solicitors from the dif- 
ferent counties and other men of prom- 
inence were in attendance. In the at- 
ternoon of the 33th we visited tli3 Stati 
college in a body and found all depart- 
ments conducted in a manner credita- 
ble to the managers of the institution 
We returned to Bellefonte that evening 
and concluded to take in the Buffalo 
exposition. 


The fair at Buffalo is well worth a 


visit. In all of the different buildings 
on the ground the displays are aje 
The machinery hall is a very large 
building and the display there is grand 
There are the largest engines I ever saw 
The entire exhibit is splendid. Id 
the horticultural building California, 
of course,takes the lead in nearly every 
kind of fruit and in many other 
products. 
She also shows as Sue 


sheep and cows as I have seen any- 
where 
The weight of sheep ranges 


from three to four hundred pounds. 
The cows, too, are handsome. The in- 
formation we obtained as to the 
weight of the Short Horns and Aber- 
deens was to the effect that it runs 
from fourteen to sixteen hundred 
pounds. All of the other states had 
grand displays.

Among the notable buildings was 


the Music Hall, where President Mc- 
Kinley was shot. This is a flue struct 
nre, well finished, and is intended to 
stand only one year. 
There was an 


immense crowd of people passing 
around in it all the time. The building 
where the tower is erected is grand. The 
elevator in that building covers a dis- 
tance of two hundred and sixty feet. 
From the top of the tower you get a 
good view of the entire city, east 
and west, and a grand view of Lnke 
Erie, as well as Niagara river and the 
fair ground. 


Mrs. J. E Taylor was born four miles 


south of Bedford on October 22, 1860, 
and departed this life on September 
28, 1901. Her maiden name was Eea. 
She was a daughter of James and 
Mary Eea and a granddaughter of 
James Kea, deceased. In 1865 she, 
with her father and mothsr, went to 
Illinois and resided on a farm near 
Washburn, in that state. She spent 
her childhood with her parents on the 
farm and attended the common schools. 
In 1880 she graduated in the Wash- 
burn high school and for five years 
taught in the public schools . In 1886 
she visited Niagara Falls, New York, 
Philadelphia and other eastern cities 
and towns. On February 16, 1S80, she 
was united in marriage to J. E. Taylor, 
of Schellsburg, at her parents' home, 
by Eev. Cornelison, pastor of Washing- 
ton, 111., formerly pastor of Washburn 
church. She leaves to mourn their loss 
a bereaved husband, two children, ore 
six, the other two, an aged father and 
mother, two brothers, two sisters and 
a host of other friends. She was a de- 
voted wife, a loving mother and a sin- 
cere Christian, having united with the 
Presbyterian church early in life, and 
was a consistent member up to her 
death. She was highly esteemed by 
all who knew her. Services were con- 
ducted in the Presbyterian church by 
her pastor, Kev. Edgar F. Johnson, and 
interment took place in the Schells- 
burg cemetery on October 1.

there are seven stations, all in Win- 
throp, so that one wants to know at 
which station he should alight. The 
writer's station is Winthrop beach, the 
central station of the borough. 
After 


alighting from the train ask any one 
where the Capri cottage is and you 
will find the latch string hanging out- 
side the door and a hearty welcome to 
all and from all in the snug cottage 
which has been our home for some 
months, but which we will soon vacate 
for our city home. 


Crest avenue, Winthrop, is over a 


mile in length. It is kept up and 
cared for by the Metropolitan park 
commission, a state organization. This 
Crest is a lovely drive, on the edge of 
the ocean. It is watered and swept 
more frequently than many houses. 
No heavy teams, not even delivery 
wagons, are allowed on it, no auto- 
mobiles and no children under five 
years unless accompanied by a parent 
or nurse. The place is the home, dur- 
ing the summer, of the four hundred 
bloods of the New England states. 
The most elegant gowns are to be 
seen in the evenings on the Crest at 
the hops and sociables. Turnouts that 
would make your eyes sparkle pass 
and repass our cottage every moment 
of the evening. The bathing is great 
The salt water is so invigorating and 
so appetizing that not long since 1 
heard a lady say she ate so much that 
she was ashamed to sit down at the 
table, that she was always hungry 
This same lady, who is nearly fifty, 
has learned to swim nicely. 
She 


learned OB a cork pillow. While she 
is strongly in favor of temperance she 
had boys gather beer bottle corks and 
make a pillow of them. 


Every one here is sociable and every 


body is a hail fellow well met. We 
have made many friends and have all 
had a delightful summer. Mrs. Tibbj 
Smith, with her charming daughters, 
Misses Ruth and Era,and Messrs.Brown 
and Foster, have aided much toward 
the pleasure of others. Boating and 
fishing are enjoyed here. Our young- 
est boy, Calton, has become an ex- 
pert fisher but a poor swimmer, while 
Ella is a perfect mermaid in the 
water, having won laurels in trying 
to save a friend who had ventur- 
ed out too far and was being car- 
ried out to sea by the undertow.

text of the will : 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C. 


I publish the following as my latest will 


and testament, hereby revoking all former 
wills : 
To my beloved wife, Ida S. McKinley, I 
bequeath all of my real estate, wherever 
situated, and the income of any personal 
property o£ which I may be possessed at 
death, during her natural life. I make the 
following charge upon all of my property, 
both real and personal 
To pay my mother during her lit e $1,000 


a year, and nt her death said sum to be paid 
to my sister, Helen McKinley. 1C the income 
f roin property beinsutlicient to keep my wife 
in great comlort and pay tbe annuity above 
provided, then I direct that such of my 
property be sold so as to make a sum ade- 
quate for both purposes. Whatever prop- 
erty remains at the death ol my wife, 1 
give to my brother and sisters, share and 
share alike 
My chief concern is that my 


Wife from my estate shall have all she re- 
quires for her comfort and pleasure, and 
tbat my mother shall be provided with 
whatever money she requires to make her 
old age comfortable and happy. 
Witness my hand and seal this 22d day 


of October, 1S9T, to my last will and testa-

HABRISBTOIG, October 1.—No politi- 


cal event of recent years has had as in- 
spiring an influence on the Democratic 
mind of this state as the notification 
meeting held at the Continental hotel, 
Philadelphia, on Wednesday of last 
week. It worked like a charm Old 
party leaders and young party hustlers 
mingled together before, during and 
after that meeting and satisfaction 
beamed from their faces. There was 
inspiration in the air, hope in the 
hearts of those present and confidence 
everywhere. It reminded ma for all 
the world of the times when Wallace, 
Randall, Buckalew, Bigler, James P 
Barr, B. F. Meyers,Robert Allen, Judge 
Church, Hopkins, Gibson and hosts of 
others, intellectual giants and politi- 
cal gladiators, used to assemble in 
convention and contend with each 
other for control. 


It doesn't seem so long ago, but it is 


twenty-two years since one of those 
battles royal resulted in the nomina- 
tion of that splendid specimen of polit- 
ical leader, Andrew H. Dill, over the 
equally capable and hardly less ag- 
gressive James A. Hopkins. Wallace 
was president of the convention and 
Lew Cassidy, Malcolm Hay, George 
Allen, Senator Peale and Senator Bib 
Allen were leaders in the 'contention 
on the floor. James P. Barr, the vet- 
eran and able editor of the Pittsburg 
Post, was premier in the cabinet of the 
Hopkins' forces, and Wallace' B. F. 
Meyers, Bob Allen, Peale, John Fertig 
McGrath and Barger, of Philadelphia, 
were directing the movement of the 
pawns in behalf of Dill. The conven- 
tion lasted two days and there was 
little time spent in sleep from the 
beginning to the end of the delibera- 
tions. 


Probably the last of these great bat- 


tles was the convention at Scranton, 
in which Pattison defeated Wallace 
for the nomination for^overnor. Both 
sides were confident and it is small 
wonder, for the issue was determined 
by the decision of the credentials com- 
mittee on a contest for the seats of the 
Blair county delegation. The notifi- 
cation meeting in Philadelphia 
on 


Wednesday brought these great events 
of the past to mind. It was not be- 
cause of a bitter contention in the 
meeting, for there was none. It was 
for the reason, however, tbat the same 
hopefulness, the exact confidence, the 
similar earnestness was noticeable on 
every face. In fact, a number of the 
distinguished leaders of those days 
were present on this occasion and as 
tbat splendid representative of pure 
Democracy, John Denton Hancock, of 
Franklin, the "nursery of great men," 
observed, the old war horses invested 
the affair with a peculiar interest. 


There was an analogy, moreover, in 


the intellectuality of those who ac- 
tively participated in the proceedings 
The speech of Hon. Lncien W. Doty, 
of Westmoreland county, notifying the 
candidates of the honor which, with 


under such circumstances inspired en- 
thusiasm and created hope? 


The meeting was splendid in every 


particular. It not only brought to- 
gether B distinguished lot of Democrats 
but it inspired them with good fellow- 
ship when they got together. The 
day before a wonderful'political inci- 
dent was developed. 
Representatives 


of a citizenship in every section of the 
state had assembled the day previous 
in the same city.and setting aside prej- 
udices, had nominated a ticket the 
head of which was the distinguished 
jurist whom the Democrats bad previ- 
ously honored. The night before the 
streets had been literally ablaze with 
marching and musical hosts testifying 
to their abhorrence of the abuses which 
have been during recent years perpe- 
trated by an atrocious political ma 
chine. The very air was surcharged 
with opposition to corruption in poli- 
tics and venality in public life. Under 
such circumstances the vast number of 
patriotic and unselfish citizens repre- 
senting the best hopes and aspirations 
of the people of the state gathered to- 
gether in the interest of good govern- 
ment and an untarnished judiciary and 
it is natural that there should be an 
abundance of hope and a plethora of 
good feeling. 


It was an inspiring moment and whec 


Chairman Doty declared that anarch; 
Is not the greatest danger which con- 
fronts the people of Pennsylvania, bu1 
that ballot-box staffers, the purchased 
and the purchasable legislators are a 
great menace, he said that which every 
man within the sound of his voice 
knew to be gospel truth. But there is 
hope when men understand, and,under- 
standing, have courage to act, and the 
meeting on Wednesday revealed the 
fact that such is true. 
Mr. Palm fi tly 


responded to the sentiment expressed 
by Judge Doty when he said "the 
nation's greatest danger is not from 
the wretches who resort to assassina- 
tion, for the methods are so abhorrent 
to every right-minded man as to bring 
punishment swift and unfailing. It is 
another form of violence against the 
state that is more dangerous because 
more insidious. The lawlessness that 
stuffs ballot-boxes, buys legislatures, 
steals the public streets under tbe 
guise of the law, defies honest public 
sentiment and monopolizes the public 
resources for selfish ends is the form of 
anarchy from which Pennsylvania is

JUDGE YERKES' SPEECH. 


There Ii Room for Honest Men of All Par- 


ties In tbe Rauki of the Reformers Who 


Are Fighting For Reform. 


Judge Barman Yerkes' speech of ac- 


ceptance of the nomination for justice 
of the supreme court at the ratification 
meeting in Philadelphia last week was 
as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen:—! 


thank you for the courteous terms in 
which you have conveyed to me the 
formal notification of my nomination. 


Nineteen years have gone since I had 


the pleasure to meet a similar repre- 
sentative body of the Democracy of 
Pennsylvania. 
On that occasion, in the 


old Birard House across tbe street, I 
had the honor to be a member of the 
committee which notified the distin- 
guished gentleman of his nomination 
for governor whohas devoted himself to 
arouse in his party, in this city, the 
unselfish, faithful, patriotic and har- 
monious spirit that then carried him 
to victory. It is gratifying to roe that 
as one of your number he is here to-day 
to discharge the same function toward 
me. 
May the result prove equally 


favorable and beneficial to the inter- 
ests of our great commonwealth. 


Then, as now, true Democracy feared 


not to taint its loyalty to party princi- 
ples by waging the battle for better 
government hand in hand with sincere 
and independent Republicans against 
the selfish oligarchy, fortified behind 
an immense party majority, which 
through two decades of unbridled po- 
litical license has abused the confidence 
of a great party; a political machine, 
then in its youth, and before its man- 
agement, having throttled this fair 
city, had climbed to its present dizzy 
heights of tyrannical power and utter 
disregard of public opinion and the 
rights of the people. 


During the intervening eventful pe- 


riod my withdrawal from active partic- 
ipation in political affairs lias separat- 
ed me from many of the associates of 
former days, but it is a great pleasure 
to meet here so many of my old friends, 
the followers of the Blacks, Buckalew, 
Wallace, Randall, Vaux and Cassidy, 
who, when the line of battle was form- 
ed and they stood face to face with 
the enemy like true soldiers were too 
proud and faithful to expose the scars 
and wounds of party dissensions, and 
who buried all resentments for the 
sake of harmony and victory. 


And it is gratifying to take by the 


hand the sons of those who have cross- 
ed over the dark river, with the assur- 
ance that they will emulate the patri- 
otic spirit and example of their fathers. 


The nomination for the exalted of. 


fice of justice of the supreme court by 
the unanimons vote of a great party is 
an honor that cannot fail to inspire 
sentiments of pride and satisfaction in 
any member of the legal profession. 


At this time when a call comes from 


a gathering host from across the way, 
declaring their wish to unite with you 
in common effort to scale the citadel 
of political corruption and to effect 
changes believed by them and you to 
be essential to the honor and future 
well being of the state and to over- 
throw the power which oppresses the 
people, I appreciate the exceptional 
honor which the Democratic party has 
conferred upon me by presenting me 
as its choice for the honorable but 
delicate duty of meeting acceptably 
the critical requirements of those who 
from the highest motives have signi- 
fied a purpose, for the time being, to 
separate from their lifelong party 
affiliations and to join with you in a 
union to secure those reforms and 
changes which they and you advocate. 


Yesterday that purpose took form 


when a great gathering of enlighten- 
ed, free minded voters from other par- 
ties, now joined into an energetic, in- 
telligent and formidable political or- 
ganization, embracing every county in 
the state, unanimously ratified and 
accepted your choice for this office. I 
trust I fully realize the expectation 
that the candidate will be equal to the 
great purposes which have welded the 
Democracy and Union party together 
in a supreme effort for the common 
good. I can find no occasion upon my 
part for congratulation. 


When I think of the great responsi- 


bility confronting me I fear my ability 
to.respond fittingly to this mark of great 
confidence, but shall rely upon the 
encouragement and generous forgive- 
ness by my supporters in both parties, 
of whom I can confidently assert that 
no candidate ever had purer minded 
or more disinterested and 
earnest 


friends and well wishers. 
For me to 


decline your nomination under such 
conditions would be cowardly, as to 
doubt success would betray a want of 
faith in the cause and a distrust of the 
sincerity of my supporters, unwarrant- 
ed by their patriotic professions. 


Of one thing we can now feel assur- 


es. There will be r.o defeat if the 
leaders of the Democratic party shall 
rise equal to the occasion, bury their 
jealousies and misgivirgs, and as 
worthy counsellors and advisors sum- 
mon the voters to the standard of good 
government and political reform raised 
at Harrisburg on August 15. Make no 
mistake by doubting the readiness of 
your rank and file to put aside blind 
partisan selfishness, and distrust of 
allies by whatever party name they 
come, when the issue of good govern- 
ment, honest legislation, and pure 
methods against corruption, abuse of 
authority and servility to power is de- 
fined. 


The hesitation over what should be 


done in this campaign has been with 
the calculating politicians, and not 
with the people. My election will not 
be a partisan victory, but it will en- 
courage to renewed effort the honest 
independent voters of Pennsylvania, 
who hare hesitated to trust you when 
they desired to rebuke their own false 
leaders, when they are assured that 
500,000 Democratic vcters of the state 
will bury their partisanship to rescue 
the people from political brigands and 
restore the integrity of public manage- 
ment. 


I aceep t the nomination upon the plat- 


form of your state convention, which 
declared in conclusion that you "make 
this fight not as a political organiza- 
tion seeking a partisan advantage, but 
in the interest of all Pennsylvanians, 
and will welcome a closer union with 
all political organizations honestly 
pledged to the same purposes." 


The 
office for which you have 


named me is non-political and I would

But despite the fact that 


the average modern man knows more 
than did the learned men of long ago, 
there are n.ysteries of knowledge and 
ncience which our most advanced sci- 
entists cannot solve. 


Thousands of years ago, for instance, 


the Egyptians used to embalm the 
bodies of their doad kings and nobility 
BO perfectly that the bodies are in won- 
derful preservation today, as may be 
seen at the British museum. Clever as 
we are In this age, we cannot do the 
same. The valuable secret is lost and 
modern science cannot recover the lost 
knowledge. We can, of course, and we 
do embalm bodies, but only for tem- 
porary preservation and, comparatively 
speaking, in a most unsatisfactory man- 
ner. Bodies which are embalmed now- 
adays will not be preserved for more 
than a few days at most. Very many 
of the bodies the Egyptians embalmed 
before the birth of Christ are still so 
perfect that the lines of their faces are 
still as clearly marked as when they 
were first embalmed. 


Sheffield turns out the finest, hardest 


and mo»t perfect steel the world pro- 
duces, but even Sheffield cannot pro- 
duce a sword blade to compare with 
those the Saracens made and used hun- 
dreds of years ago. and the Saracens 
never possessed the machinery we 
have or had the advantage of knowing 
so much about metals as we are sup- 
posed to know. A huge fortune awaits 
the man who discovers the secret 
which enabled the Saracens to make 
sword blades so keen and hard that 
they could cut in two most of the 
swords used today. 


There are a dozen different methods 


of making artificial diamonds, but none 
of the stones produced by these meth- 
ods can compare with those made of 
old French paste, the secret of which 
is lost. 
So perfect were paste dia- 


monds that it was difficult for even a 
person with expert knowledge of dia- 
monds to tell that they were artificial- 
ly produced, whereas most of the mod- 
ern artificial diamonds can easily be 
detected, and their durability is noth- 
ing like so great as the old paste dia- 
monds. 


Probably not one out of every ten 


thousand buildings standing in all 
parts of the world, and built by mod- 
ern masons, will still be standing 500 
years hence. We do not know how to 
put stones and bricks together as the 
ancients did, and consequently the 


" buildings we raise nowadays are really 


mere temporary structures and will he 
in ruins when the ancient bui'ilings of 
Greece and Italy, v>hich were built 
thousands of years ago. are in as good 
condition as they are DOW. The secret 
Is not In the bricks or the stone, but 
in the cement and mortar, neither of 
which essentials can we make as the 
ancients made them. 


In modern buildings the cement and 


mortar are the weakest points; in 
bulldincs which 
the 
ISomans and 


Greeks raised thousands of years ago 
the cement and mortar are the stron- 
gest points and hold good while the 
very stones they bind together crumble 
away with age 
We cannot, with all 


our science, make such cement and 
mortar, and therefore we cannot build 
such buildings as the ancients raised. 


Chemistry, one might imagine, is the 


science which has. perhaps, made the 
gieatest strides. Yet modern chem- 
ists cannot compound such dyes as 
•were commonly used when the great 
nations of today were still unborn. 
Now and again it happens that search- 
eis after antiquities come across frag- 
ments" of fabrics which were dyed 
thousands of years ago. and they are 
astonished by the wonderful lichness 
of the colors of the cloths, which, de- 
spite their age are brighter and purer 
than anything we can produce. 


Modern artists buy their colors ready 


made and spend large sums on uig- 
ments with which to color their can- 
vases. The pictures of modern artists 
will be colorless when many of the 
works of ancient masters are as bright 
as they are today. .lu^t as the secret of 
dyeing lias been lost, so lias the secret 
of preserving the colois of artists' 
paints. Yet the secret was known to 
every ancient artist, for they all mixed 
their own colors. 


How to make durable ink is another 


great secret we have lost. Look at nny 
letter five or ten years old and you will 
probably notice that the writing has 
faued to a brown color and is very in- 
distinct. Go to any biz museum find 
you will find ancient MSS.. tlie writing 
of which is as black and distinct as if 
the MSS. were written the day before 
yesterday. 


The secret o! glass blowing and tint- 


Ing is not yei entirely lost. There are 
Hill a few men who can produce gla'js 
work equal to the things of this kind 
which the ancients turned out hun- 
dreds of years aso 
But the average 


glass 
manufacturer cannot produce 


anything that could at all compart' 
with some of tue commoner articles 
the Egyptians, and later, the founder') 
of Venice, manufactured, and those 
who still hold the ancient secret ztiard 
H so closely that it will probably die 
with them and be added to the long list 
of things in which our ancestors beat 
us hollow.—Exchange.

Dr. Elliott Cones,' the famous orni-

the room. The impression conveyed 
to my mind was that it was the pres- 
ence of a certain person lately deceas- 
ed, with whom 1 had been on very In- 
timate terms. In fact, I felt an over- 
poweriug sense of the nearness of the 
Individual in question. 


"About 
the same moment there 


arose slowly from the floor a nebulous 
mass of what looked like shining 
white vapor, which began to take 
shape, as did the smoke from the cas- 
ket opened by tbe fisherman In the 
'Arabian Nights'' tales. Gradually it 
assumed a more distinct outline, un- 
til It presented a radiant image of my 
friend. 
Tbe lips appeared to move, 


and from them came an intelligible ut- 
teiance, a message in short, from the 
departed.

that message was. 


"I can assure you that the vision was 


no dream, and the nature of the mes- 
sage was such as to eliminate, to my 
own satisfaction at all events, the the- 
ory of hallucination. What, then, was 
tins shape of shining white vapor? 
Was it a human soul? It is a question 
ptegnant with intense interest 


"Each of us, I believe, has in him a 


ghost, which ordinarily is confined to 
tbe precincts ot the body. 
When I 


die, my ghost leaves my body perma- 
nently, and, having done so, perhaps it 
may continue to be the vehicle and 
means of expression of conscious will, 
memory and understanding.

says, 'There is a natural body and a 
spiritual body.' It is of the spiritual 
body that I am speaking. 


"Our senses take cognizance of no 


forms of matter except those which 
are m a oeitaiu degree of condensa- 
tion, but the spiritual body may be of 
a more rarefied and tenuous, substance. 
The nonappeaiaiice of ghosts to us 
may be a question not of the existence 
of specters, but of the acuteness of our 
perceptive faculties.

"The statement has been made by such 
prestidigitators as Herrmann and Kel- 
lar that they had never seen any tricks 
by these men of India which • they 
could not explain. Be that as it may, 
these common street magicians of In- 
dia do some very clever things. 


"Certainly the performance before 


the Grand hotel, Colombo, this morn- 
ing, under the blazing sunlight and not 
three feet from the looker on was re- 
markable. 
As to the mango tree trick, 


there appeared a strong resemblance 
between a tree grown yesterday and 
the one produced this morning. But It 
was in the other performances that the 
observers were most interested. 


"In one instance the fakir took a 


small Jar of metal and handed It 
around to show that It was empty. 
Then, placing a copper coin between 
his teeth, lie began to blow, and smoke 
soon issued from his mouth and nos- 
trils. The jar, which was held aloft 
all the time, was found filled with wa- 
ter, which commenced to boil furiously.
